GOLDFIELD BANK 
CLOSES ITS DOORS. 


Institution Organized With Los An- 
geles Money Meets With Difficulties 
and Its Officers Try to Secure As- 
sistance— Other Banks Solid. 


[BY DIRECT WIRD 


OLDFIELD (Nev.) May 

clusive Dispatch. Via Tonopah.) 

The Goldfield Bank and Trust 
Company, organized five months ago 
with Los Angeles capital, failed to open 
its doors this morning, and J. B. 
Young, president; J. B. Boal, cashier, 
and Francis L. Burton, resident coun- 
sel, are missing. Young is in San 
Francisco, where he went three days 
ago, taking with him practically al! of 
the valuable securities of the bank in 
an effort to raise money. Boal left by 
private conveyance at 1 o'clock this 
morning, taking nothing but his per- 
sonal Delongings. Burton, who precipi- 
tated the failure and got all the cash 
on hand, amounting to $7000, departed 
from camp on horseback Saturday aft- 
ernoon, and is believed to be making 
his way out by way of Tule Cafion. 

For the past ten days, the institution 
has been considered unsafe by those 
well informed, .and other local banks 
have refused to accept checks drawn 
upon it except for collection. The cri- 
sis came when the Nye and Ormsby 
Bank, which had taken the trust com- 
pany’s San Francisco draft for $2300 in 
the course of exchange, received a wire 
Stating that the draft had been pro- 
tested. The condition was not known 
to the public until 9 o'clock this morn- 
ing, when patrons found a note posted 
on the door, which read: “Bank closed 
until a meeting of the directors can be 
held.” 

Ten minutes later there was an angry 
crowd of Jepositors surging about the 
building, many armed with guns and 
threatening violence. A meeting of 
creditors was hastily called, and an in- 
vestigation revealed the fact that the 
liabilities are something over one hun- 
dred thousand dollars, with assets not 
over $82,000, one-half of which are said 
to be of little vaiue. Only $200 in silver 
was found in the vaults, and the insti- 
tution has nothi on deposit in San 

isco or New York. Young has u 
ward of $40,000 of securities with him in 
San Francisco. 

Both Young and Boal came from Los 
Angeles. They opened up for business 
in January with a capitalization of 
$100,000, about Seventeen thousand of 
which was paid in. Recently, the insti- 
tution erected a big stone building, 
costing $40,000, and said to be the hand- 
somest banking house in the State, The 
payments upon this are said to have 
been made out of the depositors’ money, 
but there is still $17,000 due upon it 
to the Continental Construction Com- 
pany of Oakland, which has the first 
Hen upon the building. 

Burton became interested by making 
the bank fiscal agent and depdsitory 
for the Lida Townsite Company, the 
Lida Water Werks Company, the Lida 
Bank and Trust Company and vari- 
ous mining properties, in which he is 
interested, and acted as local coun- 
sel Last Friday, he presented at the 
bank a personal check for $7000, al- 
though his deposit amounted to only 

a few dollars. He exhibited a telegram

~~ secret meeting of local bankers 
was held Saturday night, and an offer 
wast made to Cashier Boal to advance 
sufficient funds to tide the bank over 
the present emergency, but this proffer 
failed, because Young had the securi- 
tle: with him. Boal became alarmed 


at the situation last night; procured 
a conveyance and yong, By ‘onopah,

‘This afternoon, a wire 
was sent to apprehend him, and the 
Sar Francisco authorities were re- 
quested to arrest Young. 

Burton's whereabouts are unknown. 
His wife today received a telegram

knows Burton declares that he met him 
at a roadhouse on the road to Tule 
Cafion Saturday night. 

Much excitement was caused by the 
failure here today, and threats are 
made that if Burton is omen, in the 
State he will be lynched, and yo aenea 
ors who have bost all are 
to do it. The telegram whic we an = 
hibited saying that $75,000 was en route 
to Goldfield for him is declared to have 
been a bogus one, and if there ever was 
a deal on for the sale of the Wisconsin, 
ft is off, as no draft has appeared. Bur- 
ton'’s disappearance has led to an in- 
vestigation of his past record, and it 
has been positively learned that when 
he came here from Colorado, several 
months ago, he had but recently been 
released from the penitentiary, where 
he served a year for obtaining money 
under false pretenses. The story, which 
is authenticated by those knowing him 
personally, is that, about two years 
ago, he became involved tn an alterca- 
tion with another man, and was badly 
beaten up. Immediately thereafter he 
boarded a train, which, by a singular 
coincidence, was wrecked, and a num- 
ber .of passengers injured. 

Burton's wounds from the beating 
were still fresh upon him, and aithough 
he escaped from the train wreck un- 
injured, he claimed damages agains‘ 
the ratlroad company, which compro- 
mised with him for $2500. ter it was 
learned that his wounds came from a 
fight, and not because of the wreck. 
and he was prosecuted for obtaining 
money under false pretenses and sen- 
tenced to one year in the penitentiary. 
Just before he was released, he floated 
a mining company, while still in jail, 
among the prison officials and cleaned 
up about $1500. The mine never de- 
veloped. 

Barton created a stir when he came 
into camp several months ago, organ- 
izing at Lida, thirty miles from Gold- 
field, townsites and waterworks com- 
panies and advertising: heavily. He 
aroused confidence by the devotion and 
attention which he displayed toward 
his invalid wife, who is a paralytic and 
totally helpless. She is left here, bu* 
expresses extreme confidence in the 
return of her husband. 

President Young‘’s bride of a month, 
a former Los Angeles girl, !s also 
left here. Young's friends assert that 
the Goldfield bank has been crippled 
by a partial withdrawal of his sup- 
port by reason of the fact that he 
was recently chosen president of Bur- 
ton’s Lida Bank and Trust Company. 
Roal’s friends insist that he has done 
nothing criminal, and only blame him 
for leaving camp and not remaining 
to face the situation. He could not 
endure the embarrassment, however, 
and fied. The failure has brought 
out @ number of Burton's bad checks,

having no account there. 

The bank has two cashier debit slips, 
one for $86,300 and another for $7200, 
account stocks and bonds as collateral. 

Cashier James R. Boals was found at 
Hawthorne late tonight. 

A telegram has been received from 
Burton in San Francisco denying that 
he has anything to do with the failure 

and stating that President Young is 
there with the bank's collateral en- 
deavoring to get assistance. 

YOUNG'S STATEMENT.

THE UNION QUESTION. 

[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.] 

FRESNO, May 22.—The Cumberland 
Presbyterian General Assembly is in 
the midst of a warm debate on the 
union question. Two reports were pre- 
sented to it this afternoon. A major- 
ity report, signed by Drs. Templeton 
ani Wigginton and Judge Beard, gave 
a complete list of presbyteries which 
had voted, ahd declared that the un- 
ion had been constitutionally agreed 
to by the Cumberland Presbyterian 
Church and the basis adopted. 

Eiders McClelland and Young sub- 
mitted a minority report. This agreed 
with the majority with reference to 
the facts of the vote, except one pres- 
bytery, but claimed that the church 
has no constitutional right to unite 
with another church, and that, there- 
More, the union has not been constitu- 
tionally agreed to. It further affirmed 
that the Presbyterian church has not 
complied with the terms of agreement 
with reference to separate presbyteries. 

At this point, an official telegram 
Was received, announcing that the 
northern assembly had declared the 
union proposition earried -in that 
church and all the conditions complied 
with. A member then read a per- 
sonal telegram from Dr. W. Plumber 
Bryan of Chicago, contradicting the 
first, and declaring that the Presby- 
terian assembly had indefinitely post- 
poned the subject. Both messages 
were received with great applause. 
On a motion to substitute the min- 
ority for the majority report, Dr. Tem- 
pieton of Texas opened the discussion. 
He was followed by other speakers, 
the debate lasting until a late hour. 
It is expected to continue through 
most of the day tomorrow. The union- 
ists see no need of discussing the mat- 
ter at all, but have acceded to the 
demand of the opposition that there be 
a full debate.

Miss Marguerite Decker, an wunas- 
suming and sweet-faced young dea- 
coness, who for two years has been 
head of the Methodist Deaconess Hos- 
pitai in this city, will sail for the Phil- 
ippines on Saturday.

her in the First Methodist Church, by 
the Pacific branch of the Foreign Mis- 
siorary Society, and a number of la- 
dies made short addresses, including 
Mrs. George Dugger, president of the 
Deaconess Board; Mrs. Charlotte 
O'Neal, corresponding secretary of the 
missionary society; Mrs. Walter H. 
Fisher and Mrs. A. M. Petty. 

The work that will devolve upon 
Miss Decker when she arrives at Ma- 
nila will be to take charge of a giris 
bowrding school, which is a missionary 
training school for deaconesses. Her 
pupils will be native Filipino girls who 
will be prepared to work among their 
own people. As one of the agencies for 
the transformation of these people into 
American citizens, the work of Miss 
Decker will rank high in comparison 
with any other agency. The school has 
been in the hands of Miss Spaulding. 
whose health broke down in the trying 
climate and she was compelled to re- 
turn to this country. She has a sister 
living in Long Beach and their inti- 
mate acquaintance with Miss Decker 
led her to being called to take up the 
work where it was laid down by Miss 
Spaulding. 

The Methodists of Los Angeles are. 
loath to let her go and it has taken 
some time to convince her that she 
should lay down the work here, where 
sh. has been s0 cordially received 
ana has made many warm friends, for 
the larger and broader field of useful- 
ness. 

There is no trouble in finding persons 
rezdy to go to the Philippines, nor is 
there difficulty in getting those compe- 
ter.. to take charge of the comprehen- 
sive work which has been undertaken 
there by the Methodists; but it is hard 
to find one who combines both the 
qualifications and the willingness to 
go. Miss Decker is one of the rare 
number, and when the appointment 
came to her two weeks ago she felt it 
to be her duty to accept. 

She is a graduate of the Chicago 
training school and has been in the 
werk in Cleveland, Canton and other 
leading cities, beside traveling two 
years in the South. 

She will be the only deaconess In 
the Philippines, and will sail on the 
Siberia from San Francisco on Satur- 
day without the anticipated pleasure 
of a single companion with whom she 
has been acquainted; but next fall she 
locks forward to the arrival at Manila 
of another deaconess to aid her in the 
work of the school, At first only dea- 
coness training will be pursued, but 
later on trained nurses will be turned 
out, to carry bodily healing as well as 
spiritual to the natives.

Sheriff Kelly went from Lewisport to 
walt for the man and found Shaw 
sitting. on his front porch. Shaw 
quickly barricaded himself in his house. 
The posse iried to storm the house, 
but the negro opened fire, wounding 
James Ford and John Robinson. He 
apparently used only small shot, whigh 
saved the lives of those he almed at. 
Shaw was shot at twice. He had two 
revolvers, but announced that he 
would save them for work at close 
range. 

A great crowd gathered around the 
house, keeping a safe distance away. 

This afternoon, Will Brown, a deputy 
sheriff of Hancock county, volunteered 
to go to the house and take Shaw. 
When within fifteen feet of Shaw, the 
crazy man fired, blowing Brown's head 
completely off. 

LATER—At 6 o'clock tonight, a mob 
of men and ys surrounded Shaw's 
heree and set it on fire. Shaw re- 
matned in the burning house as long 
as he could stand the heat and finally 
leaped out and tried to escape. Nearly 
one hundred shots were fired and 
Shaw's body was riddled with bullets.

UEER DECREE 
NOT DIVORCE. 


HIGHEST COURT IN LAND ENDS 
CALIFORNIA CASE. 


-- 


Mrs. Adelaide M. Harding Notified 
At Her Home in Chicago That She 
is a Married Woman—George F. 
Harding Must Pay Her Over Fifty 
Thousand Dollars. 


The Supreme Court of the United 
States has passed upon a California 
divorce case. one of the most remark- 
able on record, and held that the 
woman against whom a decree was 
granted in San Diego county four years 
ago, and sustained by the Supreme 
Court of California, is still married. 
She is Mrs. Adelaide M. Harding, and 
now resides in Chicago, at No. 3636 
Michigan avenue, where the strange 
message from the highest tribunal! in 
the land was handed her. This is be- 
lieved to mark, if not the end, the be- 
ginning of the end of. the long legal 
fight, which has been bitterly waged 
in the courts of two States for fifteen 
fears, and has cost fortunes. 

The itigation, which began in 189, 
in Chicago, reached a climax when, in 
1897, the Circuit Court of Cook county 
awarded Mrs. Harding a decree of sep- 
arate maintenance, and ordered her 
husband to pay $6400 a year alimony, 
$8000 for the support of the minor chil- 
dren since 1890, and $8000 for solicitors’ 
fees. Harding appealed the case, and 
it was carried tnrough the Appeliate 
to the Supreme Court of Iliinois. Each 
time the elecision was against him. 

Harding then came to California; 
took up his residence near San Diego, 
and entered suit in the Superior Court 
of San Diego county for absolute di- 
verce on grounds of desertion. The 
case came to trial th January. 1901. 

Mrs. Harding, with two of her daugh- 
ters, was in Florence, Italy. Her son, 
Victor, a former star quarter-back on 
Harvard's footbal! team, and a graduate 
of the Harvard t.aw Schooi, returning 
from the coast of Africa, came to Calli- 
fornia to defend his mother's interests. 
By a speci! motion he was admitted 
to the California bar. Producing nearly 
two thousand typewritten pages of evi- 
dence, he appeared against his father. 
The senior Harding won his suit. 

By its action the San Diego court 
virtually had set aside the decision of 
the Cook county court, contrary to the 
Constitution of the United States, the 
Supreme Court says. 

The Hardings were married in 193. 
Both litigants have 


childrur. are living twi of whom have 
stuck to their father. One of the chil- 
dren is Geo F. Harding, J:.. ® mem- 
ber of the City Council of Chicago. 


Harding, who, according to. the 
United States Supreme Court deciaion, 
still Is tae hustas + of Mr-. Bharding, 


has real estate holdings estimated at 
$10,000,000. He has defended h'nasecit 
from the payment of alimony by tes- 
tifying that he had no income. 

Pending the proceedings in the Call- 
fornia court, Harding went to Aus<riv, 
then to Japan. He notified his wifes 
attorneys that he would take deposi- 
tions first in Budapest, and then in 
Yokohama. Mrs. Harding, accompa- 
nied by Victor, followed him to Burope, 
and was prepa ge to book passage for 
the Orient when the course proposed by 
Harding was a ned.

Sampson, the 
expert who has charge of the pav- 
ing work in the borough of Brook- 
lyn, New York City, in which he speaks 
in the highest terms of California's 
matchiess product now so maligned by 
the importers of South American as- 
phalt us to be officially barred from 
use by the street specifications in the 
borough of Manhattan and in many 
cilies of the East. Mr. Sampson is 4 
warm advocate of the California as- 
phalt, and largely through his influence 
it is still admitted for use in street 
work in Brooklyn. He says: 

“I den’t know as you are aware of 
the fact that the Dakersefield product 
has aiways been my preference over 
all othe: deposits in California, as our 
first distillate asphak which I desig-. 
nated as the Bakersfield D grade, was 
laid in Beocklyn by Mr. Kelly and han- 
died by me from early in the year 1898 
and exclusively there up to 1902, and 
the pavements in which this product 
was used I consider good, if not the 
best, asphalt pavements that were ever 
laid in the world. 

“] will name one very prominent 
pavement made of this Bakersfield 
product to which everyone points with 
pride, that around the City Hall, Court- 
house and buildings in Brooklyn.” 

Nelson P. Lewis, lef engineer of 
the Board of Estimate and Ap)ortion- 
ment of New York, who recently 
made a report strongly commending 
California asphalt, quotes Mr. ,Samp- 
son therein as an authority on the sub- 
ject and says he considers him in ev- 
ery way reliable. 

In a letter to Mr. Boorman, A. W. 
Dow, the Washington (D. C.) engineer, 
who has been quoted as condemning 
the California product, denies having 
done so. He deciares that the only 
complaint he has made is that many 
companies persist in sending to the 
market an Inferior brand of goods evi- 
dently made without any knowledge of 
the requirements for paving work. He 
advises that those who desire to put 
out a good quality of asphalt and sell 
it in the eastern market should in self 
protection adopt a distinctive trade 
mark. Mr. Dow goes so far as to as- 
sert that 90 per cent. of what has been 
sent East has been poor, a statement 
which no asphalt man here will admit 
is borne out by the facts, although 
there has very likely been some infe- 
rior goods sent out, which fact has fur- 
nished the trust with ammunition for 
its campaign of slander. 

One of the latest moves of the trust 
is to have its employés write articles 
for technical journals in which they 
pore as experts and standard authori- 
tiles and of course roundly denounce 
California's product and laud to the 
skies the Venesuela and Trinidad as- 
phak, adducing alleged scientific argu- 
ments to back their assertions, but ig- 
noring such practica! demonstrations as 
those adduced by Mr. Sampson.

ripe old age of 101, is still in excellent 
health. 

A pioneer of Southern California, 
having come here nearly fifty years 
ago with her husband and a party that 


made a thrilling trip overland, Mrs. 


Rose was one of the best known 
women in this section of the State, 
although the tenderest and strongest 
eulogy that could be paid to her mem- 
ory comes from her surviving children, 
who say she was known chiefly for 
being a “good mother.” 

As wife of the owner of the famous 
Sunny Slope ranch near San Gabriel, 
where whe and her family resided until 
1887, Mrs. Rose, probably was promi- 
nent; but in the eighteen years since 
that time, during the greater part of 
which she resided in the palatial family 
hdme at Fourth street and Grand 
avenue, she formed a wide circle of 
friends who learn with grief of her 
passing. 

Mrs. Rose was born at Terra Haute, 
Ind., September 17, 1834, and was a 
daughter of Judge Ezra Jones, who 
some years later removed with his 
family to lowa. 

It was after her marriage to Leonard 
Rose that, in 1857, Mrs. Rose with her 
husband and two children and her 
mother and father, started on an over- 
land trip to California, their destina- 
tion being Santa Clara county. 

Mr. Rose had formed a party at 
Westport, Mo., to traverse the plains 
to California. There were forty-two 
men and women in the band, which 
was provided with sixteen teams and 
wagons, together with food, clothing, 
guns and ammunition and a large num- 
ber of breeding animals which the pro- 
jector of the trip expected to introduce 
into California, 

Braving the perils of those days of 
treacherous and murderous Indians, 
Mrs. Rose and her mother displayed 
a Spirit of intrepidity and bravery that 
vas to remain with them for the rest 
of their lives. 

The party traveled over the Beal 
route west of Albuquerque, under the 
direction of a government guide, and 
met with no very serious adventure 
until gne night in August, when they 
camped at the Colorado River, near 
what now is Needies. — 

Late that night the campers were 
attacked by a band of Mojave Indians 
from Peachtree Springs, fifteen of the 
emigrants being killed, and almost al! 
their property, including the animals, 
being destroyed. 

Through the bioody hours of that 
night, Mrs. Rose and the other women 
of the party exhibited the greatest 
bravery, Mrs. Jones, who had made a 
valiant and successful effort to protect 
the children, being wounded. 

With but two ponies, a yoke of oxen, 
one wagon, and but little food, the 


in the equine galaxy e in all their 
luster, and it was there that Mr. 
Rose went, in 1886, to Sacramento a+ 
a member of the State Senate. From 
vineyards on the ranch, hundreds of 
acres in extent, were harvested thous- 
ands Of tons of grapes, and when the 
immense property was sold in 1887, the 
consideration named is said to have 
been $650,000. 

Removing to Los Angeles that same 
year, Mr. Rose built for himself and 
family the handsome home at Fourth 
street and Grand avenue, which cost 
in the neighborhood of $100,000. | 
Financial reverses came in iater 
years; much of the great fortune was 
swept away and on a tragic day in 
May, 1899, Mr. Rose, unable longer to 
bear thé strain, ended his life by tak- 
ing morphine. 

Through all her troubles, Mrs. Rose 
bore herself with a fortitude that ex- 
cited the admiration of her many 
friends. She was in comfortable finan- 
cial circumstances at the time of her 
death. 

In addition to her aged mother, there 
survive Mrs. Rose nine children, al! 
of whom, with one exception, reside in 
or near Los Angeles. They are Mrs. 
John V. Wachtel, Mrs. Edward H. San- 
derson, Mrs. J. W. Montgomery, Mrs. 
George D. Easton, Mrs. Mabel Pike, 
Harry E., Leon J., Roy and Guy Rose, 
the latter being an artist and a resi- 
dent of Paris, France.

NEW AIR LAW 
TEMPESTUOUS. 


Will Blow Lodging-houses 
Out of Business. 

Requires Five Hundred Feet 
of Breathing S pace 

Cottage Bedroom and Jail 

Misdemeanors. 


The new -what's-the-use-of-breath- 
ing.-if-you-don’t-breath-air law adopted 
by the last legislature went nito ef- 
fect yesterday. 

Keepers of cheap lodging-houses and 
“rescue homes” will drop with a groan 
when they read of its provisions. 

Hereafter it will not be lawful to 
rent a room in which there is not clear 
spuce for 500 cubic feet of air. Only 
one sleeper is allowed for every 500 
cubic feet. 

This law was really aimed at the 
Chinese horror holes in San Francisco. 
If enforced, however, it will put out 
of business half of the cheap lodging- 
houses of Los Angeles, 

Ir. the present conditions, each man 
sleeps straight in his place, leaving hie 
nose growling on guard, ready to 
throttle and devour any wisp of atmos- 
phere that trickles in. The sound of 
strife and violence as one Or more 
noses struggle for it make the night 
dreadful. 

This also hits you, Mister Love-in-a- 
Cottage! 

When you come to figure out what 
509 cubic feet of air means, you will 
hang the baby out of the window or 
silently join the procession to jail. 

Thousands of householders in this 
city are lable to prosecution for vio- 
lating that law. 

The law imposes a penalty for even 
occupying a room with less than that 
amount of ozone, or for owning such 
a room. 

HITS SAMARITANS. 

Samaritans, who manage working- 
men’s homes, will be aghast at the 
new law. They often bunk men in like 
ral bits. 

An old “bo,” used to sleeping in one 
of these places, wouldn't know what 
to do with 500 cubic feet of air; it 
would give him a fright. 

These fellows get used to chewing On 
the same old piece of air for a night 
through. They frequently form pa- 
thetic attachments for a_ certain 
mouldy old chunk of wind; it gets 
fitted to their pipes and they will have 
‘no other. 

It is indeed a sad sight to see some 
old man weeping in a corner alone, 
weeping because his old hunk of air 
hat strayed away, fearing that some 
uhkind windpipe may. be feeding it on 
the fumes of sour mash when the only 
thing to which, from tender youth, it 
has been accustomed is the flavor of 
stale beer. 

HOW ABOUT THE CHIEF? 

As for Chief of Police Hamme! with 
his little cramped jail and his prison- 
‘ers sleeping in tiers and layers, like 
snakes the least he can get will be im- 
prisonment for life! 

The Times ,hhowever, does not propose 
to go away in this cold manner, aban- 
doring folks to their fate. Not if a 
few little suggestions will avail. 

The obvious remedy lies with the 
architect. In the roof of each bedroom 
should be made a cupola such as is 
constructed for the cages of a giraffe, 
letting in many hundreds of extra feet 
of air.

“Every person who owns, leases, lets 
or hires to any person any reom in any 
building. home, or other structure 
within the limits of any incorporated 
city or city and county, for the pur- 
pose of a lodging or sleeping apart- 
ment, which room or apartment con- 
tains jess than five hundred cubic feet 
of space in the clear for each person 
oceupying such room or apartment, 
and every person found ‘sleeping or 
lodging in or who hires or uses for the 
purpose of sleeping or lodging any room 
or apartment which contains lees than 
five hundred cubic feet of space in the 
clear for each person so occupying 
such room or apartment is guilty of a 
misdemeanor. In force May 21, 1905.”

PROMISE OF MR. EDEN-EADON 
FOR A MEMORIAL. 


How the Melodic Pealers Will be 
Cast, Adjusted, Finished and Deliv- 
ered to Hollywood—Twenty Thous- 
and Pounds of Molten Metal Re- 
quired—Contract is Concluded. 


Charles T. Eden-Eadon, secretary 
ane general manager of the Buckeye 
Bell Foundry of Cincinnati, who has 
been spending several days in Los 
Angeles, left over the Santa F* last 
evening for Quincy, Ill., where he will 
direct the inauguration of a superb 
memorial chime in the tower of the 
Episcopal Cathedral on Trinity Sun- 
day, June 18. From Quincy, Mr. Eden- 
Eadon will return to the Norttr Pa- 
cific Coast, his house having shipped 
a fine chime of eleven bells to Port- 
land for exhibit at the Lewis and Clark 
Exposition. In November, Mr. Eden- 
Eadon will again visit Los Angeles, 
to superintend the installing at Holly- 
wood Cemetery of the Eliza A. Otis 
memorial chime. 

This chime, prospectively the largest 
on the Coast, will comprise’ twelve 
bells, weighing 8135 pounds, as follows: 
One tenor bell in the key of E flat, 
44 inches in diameter and weighing 
1850 pounds; one bell in the key of F, 
42 inches diameter, weighing 10 
pounds; one in G, 37 inches, 900 pounds; 
one in A flat, 35 inches, 650 pounds; 
one in A, 34 inches, 600 pounds; one 
in B flat, 32 inches, 500 pounds; one 
in C, 31 inches, 455 pounds; one in D 
flat, 30 inches, 415 pounds; one in D, 
28 inches, 360 pounds; one in E flat, 
28 inches, 365 pounds; one in E, 26 
inches, 275 pounds, and one in the key 
of F, 26 inches in diameter and weigh- 
ing 265 pounds. The largest, or tenor 
bell, will be a swung bell, mounted 
on hangings above the cluster. The 
other eleven will be locked in an open 
Bersemer-steel frame—in place of the 
bulky, over-weighty oak frame com- 
monly used in the past. Each bell will 
be equipped with clapper and auxiliary 
tolier, the former hung from the bell’s 
center and adapted to crashing notes, 
the latter cushioned and positioned 
near the bell’s rim, for subdued nots 
and echo chords. Upon this chime, 
with its specially tempered peal of 
twelve, melodic music can be perfectly 
anc exquisitely \rendered, whether the 
selection be, tor instance, the more 
complicated Inteymezzo from “Rus- 
ticana” or the sweetly simple air’ of 
“Nearer, My God, to Thee.” 

In a vestibule directly beneath the 
chime will be erected the playing stand, 
of heavy lemish oak, to harmonize 
with the mission style of the building. 
From this stand the ringer will op- 
erate twelve levers, each connected 
with a bell by means of steel cables 
anc special chains running in pul- 
leys. By an ingenious device, con- 
ceived and patented by Mr. Eden- 
Eedon, the operator will be enabled 
to modulate the tones of the bells 
with ease and 
gle movement of either hand discon- 
nects any lever from contact with the 
clapper of its particular bell and ad- 
justs it to the auxiliary toller, and

When a  0bali 
team wins such a game as_yester- 
day’s—makes four hits and turns ev- 
eryone into a run; is outbatted by half, 
and even outpitched, if one wants to 
split hairs—the fans are likely to wink 
the other eye and whisper that good 
old Shttakesperean adage:

HERE OPPORTUNITY iS DUTY 
Labor organizations in Chicago, 
which were on the verge of an agree- 
ment by which the strike would have 
been declared off, have seen fit to re- 
open the controversy and extend the 
strike. Their reasen for this action is 
as trivial and as illogical as that which 
first brought on the strike. When the 
drivers for the express companies went 
on strike, some time ago, their em- 
ployers gave them distinctly to under- 
Stand that not a man who left his 
Wagon would be reinstated. The ex- 
press companies have kept their word, 
and have steadily refused to take back 
any of their striking ‘eamsters. Evi- 
dently the strikers had expected the 
express companies to break their word, 
and to reinstate their striking em- 
ployés in order to insure peace. Be- 
cause the efpress companies refused 
thus too stultify themselves, all the 
peace negotiations were called off, and 
the teamsters’ sirike has been ex- 
tended, until it threatens to assume 
proportions which shall stagnate a 
large portion of the business of 
Chicago. 

The last clause of the above sen- 
tence should be qualified. The new ex- 
tension of the strike will stagnate the 
business of Chicago unless suitable pro- 
tection be furnished by the responsible 
authorities for thuse who desire to 
carry on legitimate business in a legi- 
timate way. The great majority of citi- 
zens in Chicago desire to carry on busi- 
ness, either as employers or as @m- 
ployés. They have a moral and a legal 
right so to carry on business. If they 
do not exercise these rights, it will be 
because they are prevented from so 
doing by intimidation and violence. If 
they should be thus prevented from 
exercising their righis, it will be be- 
cause the authorities—the Mayor of 
Chicago, the Sheriff of Cook County, 
and mayhap the Governor of I)linois— 
fail to perform their sworn duties in 
preserving the peace and in protecting 
the constitutional rights of peaceable 
citizens to pursue such peaceful and 
legitimate occupations as they see fit 
to pursue, without interference: from 
any source. 

The employers and the non-union 
workmen have an opportunity in the 
present crisis to establish their indus- 
trial freedom. It is a case where op- 
portunity is synonymous with duty. For 
many years they have been enslaved 
and intimidated by workmen banded 
together for coercive purposes, who 
have committed unnumbered crimes in 
the prosecution of their nefarious 
work. It is time for the citizens of 
Chicago to assert their independence of 
union dictation, and to maintain it at 
any cost. No price can be too great for 
the liberty which is to be gained. 

If the employers of Chicago are wise, 
they will carry on this conflict until 
they shall have established complete 
industrial freedom in their union- 
cursed city. Before the Civil War 
compromise after compromise was 
patched up in the hope that the pros- 
pective conflict between the North and 
the South might be averted. These com- 
promises served to delay, somewhat, 
the mevitable conflict; but they could 
not prevent it, and the sacrifices of 
blood and treasure were tenfold what 
they would have been if the conflict 
had been settled in its incipiency. 

So it is with the irrepressible conflict 
between independent labor and union- 
hampered labor. The time for Chicago 
to face the conflict, and to free itself 
once and for all from the domination 
of unionism is now. The bondage 
which unionism wil! impose, if it be 
allowed to forge closer and closer its 
chains, will in time become stronger 
than now and harder to break. 

Chicago employers can win in this 
struggle if they will but stand shoulder 
to shoulder in resisting the illegitimate 
aggressions of unionism, and in de- 
manding for themselves and their em- 
ployés the protection which the Con- 
stitution guarantees to all. The right 
to work, and the right to employ men 
to work, must be protected at all 
hazards. If necessary, the whole power 
of the nation should be (and will be) 
brought to bear in the protection of 
these fundamental rights of American 
citizenship. . 

But the employers and the independ- 
ent workers of Chicago must do their 
part if they would achieve industria! 
liberty. They must stand up firmly for 
the principles of justice, and must im- 
peratively demand the protection which

URBINE VS. PISTON. 

Ie the turbine engine destined to 
supersede the reciprocating or piston 
engine for ocean navigation? This 
is a question which is puzzling seafar- 
ir 5 men not a little, dnd is interesting 
the manufacturers of steamships even 
more vitally. Both forms of motor 
have their advocates, who are earnest 
in the belief that their favorite motor 
will win in the end. The question 
is still very far from final decision. In 
all probability, it will never come 
nearer a “final decision” than that the 
reciprocating engine will be used for 
some work to which it is peculiarly 
adapied, while the rotary engine will 
attain to a wide field of usefulness in 
which it has demonstrable advan- 
‘ages over the reciprocating form of 
motor. 

. The turbine engine has been in prac- 
tical use for a much shorter period 
of time than its rival, the piston en- 
gine. At first it was looked upon with 
considerable suspicion, being so radi- 
cal a departure from the type which 
had come to be regarded as the most 
efficient steam motor. But the turbine 
engine has won its way into favor very 
rapidly since, in its Improved forma, 
its efficiency has been completely dem- 
onstrated. Practically its first appli- 
cation to ocean navigation on a large 
scale was in the case of the Allan 
ocean liner Victorian, which arrived 
at Halifax recently on her maiden voy- 
age. Before the sailing of the Victorian, 
much doubt was expressed as to its 
success on the long voyage. While 
the preliminary tests had been fairly 
successful, they had not been suffi- 
ciently so to allay all doubts, and 
it was with no little anxiety that her 
owners and her builders watched the 
outcome. 

The Victorian was built for the Liv- 
erpool-Montreal route, but as the St. 
Lawrence River was filled with ice, 
she landed at St. John on April 1, car- 
rying 1500 passengers. The vessel's 
log showed that she had traveled a 
distance of 2519 miles between Moville 
and Halifax. The time was seven days 
and twenty-two hours, and the dally 
runs were as follows, 294, 288, 233, 305, 
362, 383, 318 and 350 miles, respectively. 
The behavior of the vessel was in the 
main satisfactory, in the heavy seas, 
and she traveled particularly fast in 
head seas. There was much adverse 
weather, and the vessel was driven 
about two hundred miles further 
south, on account of heavy seas; than 


to be slackened several times on ac- 
count of priming in the boilers. Capt. 
McNicholl, at the end of the voyage, 
expressed entire satisfaction with the 
turbine system, and declared his con- 
fidence that the Victorian will easily 
average 17 knots an hour after she 
shal! have made a few voyages. | 
The most noticeable feature of the 
voyage, from the passengers’ point of 
view, was the absence of vibration. ; 
The ship moved much more steadily 
than ships ever move when driven 
by reciprocating engines. This is a 
feature which wil) be a strong argu- 
ment in favor of turbine-driven 
steamers, for the throb and jar of the 
ordinary reciprocating engine ts. one 
of the unpleasant features of an Orean 
voyage. Other vessels of the type of 
the Victorian are projected, and it is 
not impossible that the turbine will 
in time become the most favored form 
of motor for ocean navigation, as its 
advantages are many in comparison 


to ita disadvantages. 


Lt NOT GOLD THAT GLITTERS. 


A few years ago it was oil stocks. 
Many of us still possess enough sam- 
pies of those handsomely-lithographed 
sheets to paper the walls of a den. To- 
dav, the fashion is different. Jt is now 
golt mines that are heid out to the 
reader of the daily papers a royal 
roud to wealth, and be sure that many 
of the intelligent readers of The Times: 
whe were beaten in wildcat ofl stocks . 
wilt once more suffer the penalty of 
folly in buying mining stock for a few 
cents a share, that is going to be ad- 
vanced—on paper-—to ‘steen cents or 
more a share, within as many days. 
The general ignorance of the public 
in regard to mining is stupendous, Such 
ignerance might be expected in a pas- 
toral community, where the people 
have never had a chance to see a mine, 
anc suppose that the gold is either 
picked up from the surface of the 
ground, in the shape of nuggets, or dug 
out of the earth with flat shovels, but 
surely those who dwell in this western 
mining region should have some little 


that the whole country 
around Goldfield is staked out, for 
twenty miles or more. This means @ 
princely income to the recorder, if he 
is paid by fees. That is about ali it 
wil mean to anybody, in the way of 
profit, except in a. very few cases. The 
public should understand that mineral 
runs in veins. If you happen to be 
twenty feet off the richest mineral vein 
in the world you might about as well 
be on the moon, 200,000 miles away, 
from any advantage you may derive 
fron, that propinquity, unless you can 
succeed in catching some sucker to 
whom your conscience will permit you 
to sell a gold brick. Again, take the 
absurdly exaggerated stories of rich ore 
thac appear in the papers from time to 
time. When we remember that a two- 
fo.t vein of gold ore that will mill $50 
a ton, and gives signs of permanency 
at depth of a hundred feet is an im- 
mense big thing, for which millionaires 
would be glad to compete, we may be- 
gir. to realize the absurdity of these 
stories of veina twenty or thirty feet 
wide. that run several thousand dollars 
to the ton. If one-tenth of these yarns 
were true, then, within a/couple of 
years, gold would be worth less than 
copper. 

The eniy way to make money in min- 
ing is to don the rough clothes of the

interests. The association is reaching 
out for a larger membership, so as to 
give it more power for good.

“man of action.” 
_ Bertiard is alternately or at one time 
an actor. a playwright, a stage director, 
a manager, or a man of general affairs. 

He is “so different” from the rest of 
the amusement world in which he 
moves. He is associated with no theat- 
rical ties, he comes from a business 
family, his methods are bound to no 
tradition of the stage, and in his posi- 
tion he stands alone, with no one to 
help or back him. 

Bernard's acting—that is another 
story, which may be treated elsewhere, 
fis personality, a composite of energy 
and versatility, is interesting to the 
student of men and their doings. 

Scarcely arrived yesterday, he at once 
began rehearsing his company, and 'n

Tesla’s Polyphase Patents. 

A* the beginning of the present 
month there expired the three patents 
covering fundamentally the rotation 
flela type of electric motor. The in- 
ver.tion thus protected was perhaps the 
most valuable of the many valuable 
achievements of the great Hungarian 
electrician, Nikola Tesla, whom ~ by 
adoption this country has long since 
made its own. For seventeen years. 
the principle of the rotary magnetic 
field. embodied in the apparatus has 
pluyed an all-important part in electri- 
eal engineering and in industria! elec- 
trical progress. It rendered possibie 
the transmission of electric power from 
Nisgara Falls, and so opened up vast 
developments {n the utilization of wa- 
ter powers, of which the world Is only 
now beginning to feel the full effects 
anc realize the still greater future pos- 
sibilities. So the expiry of such a 
patent marks an epoch in the world's 
progress. For those engaged in elec- 


trical enterprises the event is of very 
direct importance, as it frees a depart- 
ment of the industry covered hitherto 
by a tight monopoly. 
A Rival Claim. 

Tesla, like most great men, has his 
detractors. Within the fold of the 


electrical engineering profession. it Is 
generally held that the real honor of 
the discovery associated with his name 
be;jonges to Professor Galileo Ferrario 
of Turin. The fact remains that on 
Muy 1, 1888, Tesla secured the United 
States patents covering the broad ap- 
plication of alternating-current motors, 
and all litigation to upset his legal 
riglits failed. Not even Tesla’s firmest 
friends claim that he is entitled to the 
eredit of many of the mechanical ideas 
subsequently evolved for the commer- 
cians application of the discovery. Fur- 
thermore, in-his work, as in most elec- 
trical work, the Hungarian has been 
asecciated with a host of capable and 
ingenious engineers. However, apart 
frem all eontroversy, we may accept 
the following tribute paid by the writer 
of » discriminating article in the Elec- 
trical World and Engineer as right well 
deserved: “The genius of Tesla has 
been Instrumental in stimulating, if 
not In creating, a wonderful industry— 
wenderful in magnitude, and wonder- 
fu, in the ingenuity of the apparatus 
usel in the accomplishment of the 
transmission of power over long dis 
tances.”

This is as- 
suredly the age of the Golden Dust- 
man. Even before Portland Exposition 
is opened, he is already turning his 
gaze Pacific Ocean-wards. 
Advancing Mexico.

From Germany we take chemi- 
cals, drugs, and dyes, the largest im- 
poriation of all. Manufactured cotton 
goods come next, only a little way 
behind. Then follow at a long interval, 
and in the order named, iron and steel 
manufactures, silk manufactures, furs 
anc fur skins, earthen, stone, and 
china ware, toys, leather and its man- 
ufactures, woolen goods, paper, Manu- 
factures of fibres, hides and skins, fer- 
tilizers, manufactures of various met- 
als spirits, wines, and malt liquors, 
giass and glassware, crude rubber, ce- 
mets, hops, olls, seeds, and musical 
inetruments. Thewe are the only arti- 
cles important enough to be separately 
classified. 

Our Exports to Germany. 

Of our exportations to Germany, raw 
cotton constitutes more than one-half 
of the total. But few manufactured 
articles appear in the list, copper in- 
gots, refined mineral oils, iron and 
stee! manufactures, wood manufac- 
tures, agricultural implements, and 
cotton manufactures comprising the 
only manufactured articles (with the 
exception of flour, which is classed 
among agricultural products) the ex- 
portation of which amounts to $1,000,- 
000 annually. The exports not classed 
as manufactures include raw cotton, 
beef products, provisions, corn, wheat, 
oi' cake, fruits and nuts. fertilisers, 
lard, hams and other pork products,

point swung back upon him, knocking 


him to the foot of the steps. He was. 


carried to his room and a physician 
summoned. 


A short time afterward a second man 
was precipitated down the stairs in a 
similar manner, and he, too, was taken 


to McFarlane’s room, but he revived 
and left before the physician arrived. 


In McFarlane’s case symptoms of 
hemorrhage of the brain soon became 
evident. He was carried to the County 
Hospital, where he has remained un- 
conscious ever since, and the superin- 


tendent states that there is hardly a 
chance that he can survice. He is 74. 


In days past he was a man of large 


means and quite prominent. 


He came to these parts in the early 


days, and made many imporiant min- 
ing discoveries.

Hot and Dusty, but Fairly 
Comfortable in Shade. 


Many Carloads Merchandise 
Encumber Sidings. 


“Nevada Moching Birds’ Do 
Early-morning Stunt 


{SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

LAS VEGAS (Nev.) May 19.—There 
are eighty carloads of merchandise end 
lumber on the sidings here for this and 
the Bullfrog district. A wagonload of 
butter, eggs and chickens left here this 
week and will be rushed into the min- 
ing district. Wood is $80 a cord and 
lumber $100 per 1000 feet at Bullfrog. 
Buildings are going up in all directions, 
and this young city of the tesert .is 
taking on the first garb of its future 
destiny. The new traction engine and 
wagons made some excitement here 
yesterday and will be used in hauling 
the red building-stone from the moun- 
tains to the point for shipment to San 
Francisco, Los Angeles and Salt Lake. 

The mountains are filled with pros- 
pectors, and some good specimens of 
ore are brought into town dally. 

This will be the outfitting point be- 
tween the Mormon capital andthe Angel 
city. The Borax Smith people will be- 
gin building their road to a standard 
gauge as soon as the surveys are all 
in, and all their teams will be put on 
the work. They promise that the road 
will be quickly and easily built. 

As yet all ice is shipped in. It will 
be some little time before the Armour 
plant will be able to supply the town 
with frozen water. Ten miles of siding 
will be put in here for the use of the 
railroad company. There three 
banks here now. 

It is dusty and warm, but in the 
shade one can be quite comfortable. 

Carpenters are now receiving $4 a 
day. Laboring men get from $2 to 
$2.50 a day. As yet there has not >ern a 
big demand for either carpenters or la- 
borers on account of the scarcity of 
building material.

LONG BEACH, May 22.—Since the 
agitation of the municipal water ques- 
tion several months ago the Long 
Beach Water Company has made two 
propositions to the city to turn over its 
System to the municipality first at a 
Stipulated price of $300,000 and then 
agreeing to leave the purchase price to 
any experienced engineer expert. _ 

Both propositions were filed as the 
Trustees did not care to consider any 
proposition which omitted the Bouton 
System, the company desiring to re- 
tain this part of its holdings. Today 
the water company submitted an 
amended proposal to the Trustees in- 
cluding the Bouton system and its en- 
tire holdings and system. 

This comprises 554 acres of which 
375 acres are water bearing, and thirty- 
two additional miles of pipe, or more 
than 100 miles in all of pipe ranging 
from two to twenty-four inches. 

The Bouton system at present sup- 
plies all the 4erritory between Long 
Beach and San Pedro and in the sub- 
urbs north of town. The company’s 
books place the value of these proper- 
ties at $839,700, but it agrees to sell 
to the city for $650,000 and will hold 
the offer open until June 1, and ‘ask 
that the Trustees have an appraisal 
made by competent engineers. 

' POLICE TROUBLES. 


The Conklin-Folsom police fight 
which has been worrying the City 
Trustees for several weeks, bobbed up 
again today “when Attorney Kemp of 
Los Angeles appeared before them on 
behalf of Marshal Conklin and tried 
to convince them that the Marshal un- 
der the law is the Chief of Police and 
has the sole power of appuintment of 
his deputies and is held responsible 
for their acts. He told the Trustees 
they had no right to appoint Folsom, 
that he was not a policeman and in- 
timated that uniess he was deposed 
legal action would be taken in the mat- 
ter. The Trustees listened to the at- 
torney, and without action passed on 
te other business.

Mischievous boys forced open the alr 
valve of the water company's reservoir 
leet night, using a stick which broke 
off, leaving the valve open, and a 
stream of water ran down the ditch 
of the new extension recently laid with 
the result that the pipe was uwunder- 
mined and fourteen lengths hung sus- 
pended in the air. Fortunately the 
damage was discovered, the water shut 
off and after working all night the 
washed-out dirt was replaced.

AS RICH AS 
GOLD MINES. 


Huge Volume of California’s 
Orange Trade. 


—_— 


Demand Every Year. 


New Markets Now Being 
Established in Europe. 


If all the cars which yearly take 
Southern California oranges to the mar- 
ket were to be made up into one train, 
it would be more than 200 miles long. 
Over a billion and a half oranges are 
put on the cars each year, and if they 
were to be placed in rows they would 
form fifteen strips across the country 
from end to end, and there would still 
be thousands left for part of another 
Strip. Each car contains 384 boxes; 
it requires 27,000 cars to move the 
orange crop; 10,368,000 boxes are there- 
fore taken to market: each box contains 
150 oranges; this gives us 1,555,200,000 
oranges altogether, which would extend 
62,000 miles if placed in a row. Given 
a population of 80,000,000, Southern Cali- 
fornia furnishes 20 oranges for every 
inhabitant of the Uniteg States. 

The territory devoted exclusively to 
orange growing in this section covers 
approximately 100,000 acres, and the 
umount invested is $50,000,000, which is 
divided among 6000 growers. 

The orange growing section extends 
from Porterville, Tulare county, on the 
north, to San Diego on the south, and 
from the coast to the Sierras. The 
principal points are in the counties 
of Los Angeles, Riverside, San Bernar- 
dino, Orange, Tulare, Ventura, Santa 
Barbara and San Diego. 

IN ITS INFANCY. 

Orange growing in Southern Califor- 
nia has been a lusty development and 
it is little more than in its infancy. 
Ten years ago only 5000 cars of oranges 
were shipped to the marts of the East 
and the growers thought they were 
doing well. Before another ten years 
it would require an average of 30,000 
cars to move the crop. The Southern 
California oranges are gradually find- 
ing their way into the markets of Eu- 
ern California may be furnishing 
oranges for the world. 

A COMING FAVORITE. 

The Valencia is the coming variety 
for the last half of the season, begin- 
ning June 1 and lasting until. Novem- 
ber 1. Seven or eight years ago the 


the markets, but this was because 
there was so few of them grown; now 
the crop eh os from 2,000 to 3,000 
cars yearly. e Valencia, however. 
may still be regarded as a luxury, on 
account of its high’ price. 

No other variety offers a more invit- 
ing field for expansion, and as the de- 
mand is constantly increasing the 
growers can be relied upon to fully 
meet the demand. They are even now 
preparing to do this, and the day is not 


furnishing 10,000 cars of Valencias 


alone. 
WHAT IT BRINGS. 

To present the income derived from 
the orange growing indusfry requires 
again the use of large figures. The an- 
nual average gross amount is $22,950,- 
000 on a basis of $850 per car. Of this 
sum the railroads and refrigerator lines 
receive $400 per car, or approximately, 
$11,800,000. The growers’ share . being 
$10,000,000, out of which they pay for 
the labor of picking and packing. and 
$1,950,000 for material for packing. 
boxes, etc. New York receives an aver- 
age of 3700 cars; Chicago, 2300; Boston, 
2200, and among those taking 1000 cars 
each are Philadelphia, which gets 1500, 
and Pittsburgh,°1400. From 800 to 900 
cars each go into Kansas City, Minne- 
apolis, Cincinnati, Cleveland and San 
Francisco. 

The distribution would become more 
general if the blanket rate of $1.25 per 
100 pounds applied in the territory of 
the Southeastern Traffic Asso :lation, 
which territory lies south of the Ohio 
river and east of the Mississippi. It 
contains a population of 14,000,000, 
among which a comparatively small 
quantity of our citrus fruits go, owing 
to the local freight rates. 

The great bulk of the California crop 
is sold in the United States and Canada, 
though the European market is now be- 
ing developed. London alone, when the 
season is on, consumes 700 to 800 cars 
a week, but they are chiefly Mediter- 
ranean oranges. The California prod- 
uct is still less than 100 cars a year, 
but with its increasing popularity an- 
other year or two will tell a different 
tale.
